RUSSIA'S 
GREAT 
TRIUMPH 


Probable 
Effect of New 
Treaty With China. 


How 
Venezuela 
May 
Be 
Repre- 
sented In the Tribunal 
Inhab- 
itants Make Objections. 


LONDON, Dec 12. 
The increasing 
activity in diplomatic 
circles through- 
out Europe is sufficient indication that 
by the time Parliament 
meets, 
next 
month, international'politics will have 
acquhed a highly interesting 
if not 
genuinely 
acute phase. 
The present 
policy in official circles in London 
is 
to minimize the importance of pending 
events 
as long as possible. 
There is 
no doubt that when the time for 
offi- 
cial declarations does arrive every 
ef- 
fort will be made to turn the prospec- 
tive settlement of the Turkish 
ques- 
tion into a triumph of British diplo- 
macy, in order to offset the great ad- 
vantages in the East which Russia is 
on the point of acquiring. 
It is doubt- 
ful if Lord Salisbury's Government 
can 
produce the desired effect. 
His organs 
in the press are doing their best to 
prepare the public 
mind 
for the 
au- 
thentic announcement that Russia has 
virtually gained possession 
of China's 
rich province, 
Manchuria. 
A year ago, when this master stroke 
of Russian 
diplomacy 
was 
first 
ru- 
mored, 
the 
Torj- - journals, 
from 
the 
Times down, shouted 
war, and discus- 
sed that possibility as nothing 
less 
than an inevitable call to arms. 
Since 
then Mr. Balfour has declared that he 
would welcome the news that Russia 
had acquired 
an 
ice-fr- ee 
port in the 
Pacific as a distinct advance to civili- 
zation. 
There could be no sharper contrast 
than that between the attitude taken 
by the Times a year ago, when it first 
printed the report of the 
Russian-Chinese- 
,, 
treajy, a xePort identical with 
that revived 
this week, and the mild 
utterances of the same paper yesterday. 
Now it says: 
It seems highly credi- 
ble, and, indeed, 
probable, 
that Rus- 
sia, in her own way and at her own 
time, will seek to strengthen her hold 
over Manchuria, 
and perhaps even to 
annex portions of that province. 
She 
very naturally desires the shortest and 
easiest route to the port she already 
possesses at Vladivostock, 
and also a 
more advantageous port with equally 
good land communications 
somewheie 
on the Chinese coast 
On that basis 
it is simple and easy to found 
succes- 
sive statements of the kind we are now 
discussing, 
with the comfortable 
as- 
surance that some day or other one of 
them will be more or less justified. 
It 
is even conceivable that the Russian 
officials are willing to humor the pro- 
pensity 
to 
set 
such 
rumors 
afloat. 
These things accustom the public mind 
to the idea that something of the kind 
will happen, 
so when a forward step 
is really taken it may seem moderate 
and reasonable 
in comparison 
with 
what has been apprehended. 
In the 
Far East there is abundance 
of room 
for a long time to come both for Russia 
and ourselves. 
This, 
on 
the whole, 
pusillanimous 
language, 
fairly 
represents 
English 
public op'rions and also the astonish- 
ing change 
which has taken place in 
British sentiment in the eventful year 
just closing. 
It is the simple truth 
today that the aggressive 
policy of a 
rival nation which 
a year ago would 
have driven Great Britain to arms, is 
now accepted with merely a regretful 
sigh. 
British prestige is 
no longer 
what it was. 


TRIUMPH 
OF 
RUSSLY. 
Probable Effects of tho Now Treaty 
With. China. 
LONDON, Dec. 12. 
The text of the 
Russian - Chinese 
treaty, 
reproduced 
here from the North China Daily News, 
has aroused considerable 
discussion 
on 
all sides, and it is regarded as a matter 
of the greatest importance. 
Some of the 
newspapers 
refuse to believe it authen- 
tic, as it would be such a victory for. 
Russian diplomacy. 
The Spectator to- 
day, however, 
believes it to be exact, 
and says: 
"No foreigner would have 
tried so elaborately to protect the pride 
of China while securing every Russian 
object, nothing ceded openly, but Rus- 
sia is permitted to run a railway to 
Kiirwin, and is expressly authorized to 
keep all the troops she wants to pro- 
tect the Manchurian 
stations, and she 
is also to fortify Port Arthur for Chi- 
na. 
No glass is required to interpret 
phrases like 
these, 
which 
completely 
invest Russia with military control of 
Manchuria and the Liao Tung peninsu- 
la." 
Continuing; 
the 
Spectator 
says 
it 
thinks the arrangement threatens Jap- 
an more than Great Britain, "which 
can resist when her commercial rights 
are threatened." 
Sir Charles 
Dilke, in a speech, has 
expressed 
the opinion that the treaty 
will place Northern China at the feet 
of Russia, and that it is wholly incon- 
sistent with the promises which China 
made to England when she left Port 


Hamilton. 
He favored the inoccupa- 
tion of that port. 
Sir Arthur 
B. Forward, member

Parliament for the southwest division 
of 
Lancashire 
(Conservative), 
in

fepeech 
yesterday 
evening 
said 
that 
probably 
China would become to Rus- 
sia what India, was to England. 


VENEZUELAN 
AGREEMENT. 
How 
tho Republic 
May 
B 
Repre- 
sented on the Tribunal. 
NEW 
YORK, 
December 
13. 
The 
Herald's Washington special says: An. 
important detail regarding the compo- 
sition of the Venezuelan 
tribunal 
of 
arbitration, 
which, 
curiously enough, 
appears to have escaped the attention 
of every one, was called to my notice 
today. 
According 
.to unofficial advice 
from Caracas, 
the Venezuelans 
object 
to the negotiation of the treaty because 
among 
other reasons, it gives 
them 
no representation on the tribunal. 
Un- 
der the terms of the 
Olney-Pauncefo- te 
protocol the two arbitrators to be ap- 
pointed by the United States are to be 
selected by the Supreme Court of the 
United States.They 
may be members 
of that 
court7 
but not 
necessarily. 
There is nothing to prevent the court 
from selecting 
one or both of the ap- 
pointees 
from 
citizens 
of Venezuela. 
It 
is generally believed 
one 
of the 
arbitrators 
on the part of the United 
States will be Justice Brewer, 
who is 
a member 
of the boundary 
commis- 
sion, and that the other will be a cit- 
izen of Venezuela, 
if the republic 
in- 
sists upon a representative. 
I have authority 
for stating 
that 
Mr. Andrade 
received an unofficial 
in- 
timation to that effect before sailing 
for 
Caracas, 
and it is believed 
here 
that the knowledge 
may do much 
to 
allay the opposition 
which has devel- 
oped in Venezuela. 
At the same time 
Minister 
Andrade 
was 
advised 
from 
a friendly source it would 
be better 
for his country not to have a represen- 
tative on the tribunal. 
If the treaty 
is agreed to it is expected that if both 
American arbitrators are not members 
of the Supreme Court a very eminent 
lawyer 
will 
be 
selected 
as 
Justice 
Brewer's 
associate. 
If Venezuela 
should 
be represented, 
it is believed that Great Britain would 
meet it by appointing a British Guiana 
man as one of her arbitrators, 
which 
might make the court more political 
and less judicial than was hoped would 
be the case when the agreement was 
reached for the settlement of the ques- 
tion by arbitration.

the Hawaiian Government. 
The bill pro- 
vides for a subsidy of 
JCO.OOO a year for 
twenty 
years, 
payable quarterly, 
for a 
cable line in the Pacific ocean, for which 
provision is made in three sections, to be 
completed by the close of the year 
1901. 
The first section, from San Francisco 
to 
Honolulu, 
is to be constructed 
without 
other conditions than the granting 
of a 
subsidy. The second section, from Hawaii 
to Japan by way or the Midway islands, 
will not be constructed 
unless the 
gov- 
ernments 
Interested 
offer a subsidy 
of 
$100,000 a year. 
The 
third 
section

tends from Hawaii to Australasia,

be constructed 
on condition of the

Provision Is made that In case of war 
the United States

of and operate the cable, and ample pro- 
vision is made by bonds of

for

government business. 
The bill was referred to the committee 
on interstate 
and foreign commerce. It 
is practically 
the same measure

The bill will

ably have a hard time In committee, by

Doolittle,

As there Is bound to be a steady growth

California's Opposition to 
Annexation. 


What 
Might 
Have 
Been 
Japan 
and Philippine 
Re- 
bellion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
CAL., Dec 18. 
Prosperity throughout the country is 
not coming 
with leaps 
and bounds. 
There is no sudden outbreak of good 
things. 
Congress is in session and the 
statesmen are making up their minds, 
or in other words, are trying to find 
out what their constituents are think- 
ing about In the early days the states- 
men did the thinking. 
Now the peo- 
ple do it. 
Seventy 
millions 
of people 
of all sorts 
and conditions 
do not 
think rapidly, and come to all sorts of 
conclusions. 
The analysis of the late political bat- 
tle is continued by the political writ- 
ers. It shows up some very awkward 
situations. 
Mr. 
Henry 
Watterson's 
talk on the situation is attracting much 
attention. 
Though 
a "gold" man, he 
says that the rich people of the East 
are lording it over the poor 
Western-fir- 
s, 
and making them feel bad. 
Mr. 
Nordhoff 
writes 
to the Herald 
that 
Watterson 
should 
try to bring 
the 
East and the South together. 
Mr. Wat- 
terson says that the people have been 
spoilt and pampered 
by Government 
coddling. 
He claims that the theory of 
the protective tariff is, that the man- 
ufacturer and workmen should be "pro- 
tected," so now all classes are coming 
forward and asking to be protected 
too; that is, why should not the poor 
man get rich by law, by a free coinage 
law, or any other law. 
The people, 
when 
in trouble, are in the habit of 
looking not to themselves, 
but to the 
Government 
to get them out of the 
scrape. 
The New York 
Times 
says 
that Mr. McKinley and the Republicans 
voted 
for the 
coinage 
of that vast 
amount 
of silver 
which 
lies 
in 
the 
vaults, and brought on the financial 
troubles; that both parties were afraid 
to do right and did wrong, hoping that 
they would not be caught at it; that 
Jt is an awful and solemn 
lesson 
on 
the evils of trimming in politics. 
The 
campaign 
was not altogether honest. 
Too much was said to the farmers 
about bimetallism, 
and some positive 
promises 
were made that it would be 
settled by a Republican 
Congress. 
This 
keeps the money question 
alive. 
Con- 
gress is now acting on the subject. 
It is already clear that tariff legisla- 
tion will be very conservative; an any 
event, Mr. McKinley 
did not approve 
of much in his own tariff bill (he be- 
ing only one of the committee 
which 
reported it), and he seems 
now 
dis- 
posed to get men of both parties to 
agree on something permanent, so that 
business 
men 
may not be disturbed. 
The New 
England 
men 
are not as 
earnestly in favor of high tariffs as 
they were formerly, as they find that 
high duties give the South and West 
some advantages. 
Moreover, there has 
been an astonishing increase of 
ex- 
ports of manufactured goods since the 
Wilson bill went into operation. 
The 
question is asked: Has this tariff any- 
thing to do with it? These considera- 
tions induce a waiting policy. 
The Cuban rebellion is evidently 
tak- 
ing a new shape, 
since the death o 
Maceo, 
who 
was 
probably killed 
in 
battle, and was not trapped into death. 
Members 
of Congress 
are disturbing 
the Executive by war cries, but the 
conservative men, including McKinley, 
are willing to follow President Cleve- 
land. 
The cry of war against Spain 
recalls the Trent affair and the 
cap- 
ture of Mason 
and 
Slidell, 
in 1862. 
Whesn England demanded their release 
the country went mad with rage, and 
shouted: 
"Never, 
never!" 
Congress 
went mad, too. 
Lincoln and Seward 
kept their heads cool, and released 
them on the very ground thatthe Unit- 
ed States had always stood on, and for 
which it went to war in 1812. 
I recall 
that at that time a syndicate of very 
briefless young lawyers in New York, 
having nothing else to do, tackled the 
question 
of 
international 
law, 
and 
came to the conclusion that the Con- 
federates would be released, and there- 
upon made bets of hats, clothes, 
din- 
ners, cigars, in every direction, 
to that 
effect, which were eagerly taken up by 
the excited brokers and angry men. 
On 
the release of the Confederates the syn- 
dicate lived in luxury for many days, 
on 
their 
en 
gains. 
Although 
Senators and Representatives are will- 
ing to do rash things about Cuba, the 
reserve force of the nation is behind 
the President. 
Some day there will be a revelation 
of the relations of the Japanese to the 
rebellion 
in 
the 
Phillipine 
Islands. 
Long Before the outbreak, It was said 
in Yokohama 
that the Japanese were 
not looking towards Hawaii, but 
to- 
wards the 
South. 
Several 
predicted 
that there would soon be trouble in the 
Phillippines. 
It came. 
The Govern- 
ment of Japan maintains a neutral at- 
titude, of course, but where there is a 
public sentiment in favor of a project 
there will always be found men to aid 
it secretly. 
The revolutionists are well 
supplied with guns and ammunition, 
and the question 
is: Where did thsy 
get them? 
The correspondent of the 
New York Herald asserts that it is a 
social and not a political revolution. 
The funeral services 
over the bodies 
of Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper and her daugh 


ter, on the 14th, was an uncommon 
event in this city. 
Mrs. Gooper was 
one of the foremos.t philanthropists 
of 
this State, 
fche organized the kinder- 
gartens of the city, through which over 
18,000 children has passed. 
This was 
a noble work, and brought to her aid 
many of the best women of the place. 
Her daughter was her most valuable 
assistant. 
Her husband, in a fit of de- 
pression, 
had taken his own life some 
yees ago. 
The daughter had shown 
symptoms 
of Insanity. 
Last Friday 
she induced her mother to retire, and 
when she was asleep, turned on the 
gas jets without lighting them, and 
both were found 
dead 
in the morn- 
ing. 
The insane girl wished to leave 
and take her mother with her. 
One 
recalls "At Cowper's 
Grave," 
by Mrs. 
Browning: 
"Oh, Christians, at your 
cross 
of hope, a hopeless 
hand was 
clinging." 
At the 
church, 
before 
a 
great audience, the caskets of mother 
and daughter lay side by side, covered 
with wreaths of flowers, sent by those 
who 
loved 
them. 
No 
state 
funeral 
could command 
a finer tribute. 
Mrs. 
Cooper was a cousin of Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll. 
His 
words, 
spoken at his 
brother's grave, well apply to her: "If 
for every act of kindness a flower were 
laid upon his grave, he would, indeed, 
be buried 'in a wilderness of roses." 
She belonged to the order of Vital Phil- 
anthropy, and here it was recognized. 
Mrs. Dominis 
is here, and declines 
any public attention. 
She is reticent 
as to her intentions. 
So the papers 
are speculating on her purposes. 
They 
would be glad enough if she would give 
them a sensational tip, but she says 
nothing. 
It is thought by many that 
she intends to "hold up" the annexa- 
tion train, and get the crown lands out 
of the safe, but she would not disclose 
her intention, if it is so. 
She will find 
little comfort in Washington. 
If she 
approaches 
President Cleveland on the 
subject she will tell her that Mr. 
Mc- 
Kinley is the man who will soon put 
up his sign, and Mr. McKinley "will do 
what is right." 
Those who have been crying for an- 
nexation, during the last three years, 
without urging, demanding, and insist- 
ing on the gradual assimilation of the 
laboring class in Hawaii to that of the 
United States, may read with profit the 
language of the Argonaut of December 
14th. 
The report of the Labor Com- 
mission to the Hawaiian Legislature of 
1894-9- 5, 
urgently stated the need 
of 
such assimilation, but the report fell 
flat enough, and the friends of annex- 
ation were quite content to cry out: 
"Annexation, annexation," like sailors 
drifting from a vessel in distress, who 
cry out: "Save us, save us," but refuse 
to put out an out or rig a sail. 
A few 
of those who earnestly desired annexa- 
tion, but saw the signs of the times, 
detected the little black cloud of 
op- 
position 
in the California sky. 
Now, 
Senator Perkins, heretofore a friend of 
the cause, is "modifying his views" on 
the subject, 
and the beet sugar men, 
the farmers up and 
down the Stale, 
are asking if the sugar raised by Asi- 
atic labor shall be brought into com- 
petition with the sugar raised by the 
white labor of California. 
The ques- 
tion is asked in whispers now, but the 
voice is growing 
louder 
as time goes 
on. 
This State now supplies 
one-thir- d 
third of the demand. 
Has the Ameri- 
can League or the Annexation Club ev- 
er demanded 
of the Government that 
it act promptly, wisely and patiently-i- n 
making 
some inexpensive experi- 
ments in substituting white for yellow 
labor? 
The 
average 
citizen 
generally gets 
mad 
when 
some 
one tells him 
bad 
news or confronts him with cold facts, 
especially if he is at fault himself. 
It 
depresses his spirits if things don't go 
his own way. 
He wants sunshine and 
no rain. 
The wheat shocks must 
fin- 
ally come to the flail, and the winnow- 
ing be done. 
But California is noc 
the United States, and if she does rise 
in opposition, 
it does not follow tint 
her voice will prevail. It is a method 
of "good politics" to forestall opposi- 
tion.

strong.

Then comes 
the fact that the Cubans are strug-

chise tojhe Japan line did not meet 
with approval hero, the discussipn 
of 
ip matter brought out the fact

that Hawaii will not be parsimoni- 


ous toward the man or men who 


approach this country with a defi- 


nite proposition without the 
con- 


ditions of possible subsidies 
to be 


obtained from other countries. Let 


the United States, or Japan for 
that matter, do its share in assisting 


the project; 
let Col. Spalding or 


any other man come here with 


positive assurance that other inter- 


ested nations will grant concessions 


sufficient 
to guarantee the cable; 
then Hawaii can be depended upon 


to grant all reasonable 
protection 
against competitive schemers, 
and 


add a generous subsidy besides. It 


is no reflection 
upon those whom 
Mr. Foster represented that they 
did not get what they asked for, 
and they have undoubtedly made 
stronger their position with Hawaii 


by 
turning-thei- 
r 
faces 
upon the 
United States, in whose wake this 
country will be well satisfied 
to 
follow. 


.MRS. 
SARAH 
B. 
COOPER. 


The 
death 
of Mrs. 
Sarah B. 
Cooper of San Francisco was one 
of the saddest and most distressing 
events that has been chronicled in 
the history of California in many 
a day. 
Mrs. Cooper has appeared 
prominently in public life in many 
capacities, 
and her action has at 
times called forth sharp criticism, 
but in whatever light clashing fac- 


tions 
of ecclesiastical 
faith may 
place her work in the church, the 
free kindergartens will stand as a 
lasting 
memorial 
of 
this 
noble 
woman. 
Her wbrk was primarily 
among the children of the poor, 
and no child of the street was too 
dirty or too degraded to be brought 
into the kindergarten and be taught 
lessons of obedience 
and 
cleanli- 
ness. 
More than 18,000 children have 
been trained and sent out from the 
free kindergarten 
of the Golden 
Gate Association of San Francisco, 
and not one of all that number has 
ever been convicted of a criminal 
offense. 
When it is remembered 
that these children were brought 
from the haunts of vice and crime, 
and that before they were taken 
into 
the 
kindergarten 
they 
had 
seen nothing of the better, sunnier 
side of life, it seems little less than 
miraculous that such a clean record 
can be shown. 
The police are wit- 
nesses of her good work, whose 
in- 
fluence extended from the children 
to the parents, and many a home 
in the lower parts of the city has 
been made brighter 
through 
the 
lessons learned by these "little sav- 
ages of the gutter." 
Mrs. 
Cooper believed that the 
children should be made 
happy, 
and that in seeking happiness their 
little minds should be led in the 
pathway of pure and holy ideals. 
Her faith 
in her work 
was 
un- 
bounded, and it was this which, car- 
ried her safely through 
the first 
discouragements which often stand 
in the way of success. Her life of 
unselfish 
thought for others, her 
deep interest in the .children, is' an 
inspiration. 
What 
she has "done 
others can do, and in our own land 
we have possibly felt the benefi- 
cent influence of her great 
life 
work. 


AMERICAN 
TARIFF. 


Discussion 
of the prospective 
tariff 
legislation 
in the States 
both by the press and by 
mem- 
bers of Congress, indicates that 
a conservative course will be fa- 
vored. The sealing of the doom of 
Congressman Dingley's tariff bill 
puts an end to any attempt, being 
made during the present adminis- 
tration to increase the revenues 
of the country by increased 
tar- 
iffs. If it were possible to put a 
tariff measure through Congress, 
President Cleveland has indicated 
that he would veto it, since he is 
determined that the present laws 
shall have a fair trial; hence tariff 
reformers have decided to wait 
This turn of affairs, however, 
assures an extra session called by 
President McKinley very soon af- 
ter he assumes control of the af-- 


fairs of- - state. With, this surety in 
view, discussion is rife, and the 
different 
Congressional 
delega- 
tions are preparing to secure due 
recognition for their various 
dis- 
tricts. The California delegation 
is early in the field, having desig- 
nated the time when it will give 
hearings to the representatives of 
various industries. 
The beet 'su- 
gar producers 
are 
making the 
best of their opportunities 
and 
will undoubtedly 
make a strong 
pull and a pull all together to 
obtain greater protection than is 
now given them. 
Their influence, 
will be a power, since they repre- 
sent an infant industry, and. by 
giving them what they want the 
Republican 
party would 
regain 
much of the strength among the 
farming class of the West, where 
the Populists and free silver 
dvocates 
have made heavy inroads 
during the past four years, and 
there can be no doubt that the 
'Republicans will turn every pos 
sible stone to divprtthe attention 
of the farmers from "free silver. 
President McKinley will urge a 
policy which may be classed as 
conservative when compared with 
the tariff act of 1S90, many feat- 
ures of which he was compelled 
to father contrary to his better 
judgment. 
McKinley's idea seems 
to be to construct a tariff meas 
ure which shall assist new indus- 
tries and give fair protection 
to 
those already established. 
The re- 
mark 
of Congressman 
Dingley, 
that "the problem is to find the 
lowest rate of duty on each article 
which 
will 
preserve 
our 
home 
market for the benefit of our own 
producers and manufacturers, and 
making due allowance for free do- 
mestic competition," 
is undoubt 
edly a forerunner of the coming 
administration policy. The 
Presiden- 


t-elect, 
however, is a man who 
firmly believes in the rule of the 
majority, and it is reasonable 
to 
anticipate that he will accept the 
measure decided upon by a 
Re- 
publican Congress. 
- 
Hawaii's 
principal 
interest 
in 
the 
tariff 
is 
in 
the 
probable 
strength developed by the sugar 
producers, and its use as a lever 
against annexation. 
And already 
preachers 
have arisen to declare 
that Hawaii's greatest sin is its 
ability to produce 200,000 tons of 
sugar. As an American colony we 
take pride in this fact, and if the 
situation is properly set forth 
be- 
fore 
American 
statesmen 
they 
must 
see the 
injustice 
of 
g 
the country for its indus- 
trial 
progress. 
To 
demonstrate 
the injustice of the condemnation, 
Hawaii's interest in the proposed 
American tariff is a very import- 
ant one, and the country can well 
afford to send a delegation to Con- 
gress to plead its cause and fore- 
stall if possible the enactment of 
laws 
which 
shall 
discriminate 
against 
its 
industrial 
develop- 
ment, and which if not valuable 
to the United States lias no value 
on earth. 


- "In the recent glove match 
be- 
tween Fitzsimmons and Sharkey, 
many noted men. of San Francisco 
were present. 
Among them was 
General 
"W. H. L. Barnes, 
the 
father of "W. S. Barnes, the 
Dis- 
trict Attorney. 
The referee award- 
ed the prize of $10,000 to Sharkey 
on a "foul." 
Fitzsimmons claimed 
that he had won the fight and 
that the referee was corrupt, and 
at once brought a suit, asking the 
court 
to award him the money. 
General Barnes appeared as the at- 
torney for Sharkey, and claimed 
that as the fight was forbidden by 
law the court could not interfere. 
Judge Sanderson agreed with him, 
dismissed 
the suit, and said that 
not only were the principals guilty 
of crime, but that, under the law, 
every one who was present was 
also guilty. 
As soon as the court 
adjourned some one suggested that 
District 
Attorney 
Barnes should 
arrest his father at once, as he was 
a spectator, and send him to the 
penitentiary for three months. 'It 
is said that the distinguished law 


yer is now quite respectful to his 
son. In th'e light of such incidents 
as these, what wonder is it that 
prohibitory laws become laughing 
stock? 


Notwithstanding the Southern 
States cast a solid vote for Bryan 
and free silver, there have occur- 
red incidents in Georgia and Ala- 
bama which demonstrate that the 
wild cat finance schemers 
have 
comparatively little power. In the 
legislatures of both these States 
bills were recently introduced for- 
bidding gold contracts. 
The Ala- 
bama proposition made it unlaw- 
ful to make a note, bond or any 
form of contract payable 
in any 
particular money "other than the 
general legal tender of the United 
States.-- ' 
The legislatures of both 
States voted the measures down. 
Many newspapers 
and law mak 
ers whose support had been given 
to Bryan and his monetary 
fal- 
lacies maintained that should the 
bills become law men with means 
would flee from the State as a 
family would flee from smallpox 
or yellow fever. 


The San Francisco Argonaut 
de- 
votes half a column of a recent 
is- 


sue to patting 
California 
on the 
back for having found a reason for 
opposing 
the annexation 
of Ha- 
waii. 
It refers 
to 
the ignorant 
masses of the United States and 
compares 
our 
native 
population 
with the voters who can't read well 
enough "to mark their ballots." If 
the Argonaut 
had a thought 
of 
sticking to the truth it would never 
make such an unwarranted break 
as this. 
Although the native Ha- 
waiian has notTreached the heights 
of higher education, there are few 
countries where the percentage of 
illiteracy is lower. 
"When the Ar- 
gonaut 
attacks 
annexation 
from 
"the selfish point of view" it then 
touches the foundation stone upon 
which it bases its fund of argu- 
ment. 


Mr. 
Armstrong's 
suggestions 
concerning the opposition 
to 
an- 
nexation lately aroused in Califor- 
nia are sufficiently 
pointed to set 
local statesmen and business men 
to 
thinking 
seriously 
upon 
the 
question of labor. 
Undoubtedly 
there 
are many 
here 
avIio 
will 
look 
upon Mr. 
Armstrong's 
re- 
marks as being more or less spiced 
with displeasure at the lack of at- 
tention given the report 
of the 
Labor 
Commission; 
but the 
de- 
mands of labor organizations in 
California, together with the sugar 
beet industry 
claims 
for 
protec- 
tion, are taking such shape that 
they 
cannot 
be 
brushed 
aside 
lightly. 
Mr. 
Armstrong 
is 
in 
touch with the situation here and 
in California, 
and he speaks 
ad- 
visedly. 


No liquor law passed 
in any 
State has been subject to such a 
continuous fusilade as the Raines 
law of New York. Investigation 
shows that drunkenness 
in New 
York City has increased of late, 
and the flaws in the "hotel" clause 
have been made more glaring by 
a 
most 
unusual 
interpretation 
given by the grand jury. It is no- 
ticeable, however, that the liquor 
dealers are first in the attacking 
ranks, 
and when the matter is 
sifted to the bottom it is found 
that the fault is not so much with 
the law as in the public sentiment 
which, as the Outlook remarks, 
"corrupts judges and juries and 
prosecuting 
attorneys, 
who seem 
in many cases more anxious to set 
the law aside than to enforce it."' 


Hayti always has something de- 
cidedly novel to offer in the ad- 
ministration 
of its 
--national 
af- 
fairs. When Simon Sam succeed-

ARE AFTER BUTLER 


4 Man Su 
ed to Havt 
Commi 
Murders. 


Leaves Newcastle Under Name of 


, 
Capt. Lee Wellei 
Detectives 
, 
on the C.A.S.S. Mlowera. 


The Miowera, which arrived on Sun- 
day 
afternoon, 
brought 
among 
her 
through passengers Messrs. Carty and 
Conroy, two detectives 
of the Sydney 
police force, who are now on their way 
to San Francisco, by way of Vancou- 
ver, after a murderer by the name of 
Butler, who Is known to have sailed 
on the British bark Swanhilda from 
Newcastle, 
N. S. W., November 
24th. 
under the name of Capt Lee Weller, 
one of the men whom he is supposed 
to have murdered. 
Messrs. Carty and Conroy expect to 
he in San Francisco nearly two weeks 
before the arrival of the Swanhilda at 
that port, ready to arrest Butler upon 
his arrival. 
Another detective, 
who was sent to 
London 
after the famous 
"Mountain 
Mystery," 
had been committed 
to 
ob- 
tain the necessary 
authority from the 
London Foreign Office for extraditing 
the supposed murderer, will also be in 
San Francisco before the arrival of tht 
Swanhilda, 
so that Butler will 
have 
three of the most determined and best 
of the Sydney detectives awaiting him. 
It is thought 
that the 
Swanhilda 
might call in at this port before going 
on to San Francisco. In such an eveut 
Butler will receive just as warm a wet- - 
come, for the police authorities 
will 
cause his arrest as soon as the vessel 
enters port. 
The "Mountain Mystery" is the name 
given by the people of Australia to the 
crimes that Butler is supposed to ha e 
committed. 
In October Capt. Lee Weller was re- 
ported missing in Glenbrook, N. S. W 
Shortly after this Arthur T. O. Pres- 
ton, a student of minerology, 
and an- 
other man who went with him on a 
prospecting tour to Glenbrook, 
were 
likewise reported missing. 
Part of the 
clothing of Weller and Preston was 
found near an abandoned mining shaft 
at Glenbrook. 
More remnants 
were 
found at Linden, a station near by, a 
little later. 
A thorough search was made, and on 
December 3d, Preston's body was found 
at the bottom of a narrow gully, where 
he had been working with pick and 
shovel. 
Rocks 
had been 
piled 
upon 
the body, mashing it badly. 
On the 
following day Capt. Weller's body wa-- 
found in Glenbrook 
Creek. 
A reward was offered for the capture 
of Harwood, 
alias Butler, with whom 
Capt. Weller left Sydney 
on October 
27th, ostensibly for the 
purpose 
o 
prospecting in 
Glenwood. 
This wa3 
the last seen of him. 
Butler is supposed to have commit- 
ted 
more than the two murders 
al- 
ready referred to; in fact, it is believed 
that he made a practice of enticing 
men into isolated 
spots, such as those 
where the bodies of the two unfortu- 
nate victims were 
found, 
and ther 
murdering them for what articles of 
value 
they 
happened 
to have 
with 
them. 
In the case of Weller and Pres- 
ton, each are known to have possessed 
money when they left on their pros- 
pecting trips. 
Butler is supposed 
to have 
fled to 
Sydney after the murders, and from 
that 
place 
to Newcastle, 
where he 
shipped 
on the Swanhilda under the 
name of Capt.

Then the refining 
company concluded to flank the

of the Arbuckles, and hence this 
deal. 
Representatives of the refining 
com-paa- y 
opened 
negotiations 
with the 
Wooteott people, who are a very close 
aeoood to the Arbuckles 
in the coffee 
iMutoeae, 
aad Lawrence 
Newman, 
one 
ofthe largest shareholders of the Wool-so- n 
Spice Company went .to New York 
to wafer with the refining 
company. 
He fc there now, and has practically 
closed the deal. 
NEW 
YORK, Dec IS. 
The report 
that iatereste identified with the Am- 
ericas Sagar Refining 
Company have 
obtained control of the Woolson Spice 
Package Company of Toledo, with the 
Yiew of retaliating upon the Arbuckle 
Coffee Company because of their 
deter-Bilsatf- 
on 
to build a sugar refinery, 
is 
coaAnsed to an extent by the fact that 
the Woolson 
Company, 
which 
is the 
secesd largest roaster of coffee in the 
Hatted States, reduced the price of its 
product 
yesterday

This is a most unusual occur- 
rence, aad is regarded in the trade as 
rery significant 
Is speaking of the matter today, the 
head of one of the largest houses in 
Wall street said: 
The purchase of the Woolson 
Com-pa-

iH have a

throughout the trade. 
The purchase of 
the phut by the American 
Sugar peo- 
ple te accepted by the trade as move to 
eet the Arbackles in their venture at 
btriMfsg a sugar 
refinery, 
work on 
which Js now going on in Brooklyn. 
The first effect of the purchase was 
evMeaced 
today when 
the 
Woolson 
Company 
sent out announcements to 
dealer 
all over the country that they 
bad decided to reduce the price of their 
coffee half a cent a pound, and this has 
bees followed 
by an 
announcement 
from the Arbuckles that the price cf 
their coffee to their Ohio consumers 
had been similarly reduced half a cent 
a pound, which means that the first 
guts have been fired and that the fight 
Is already on for supremacy in the 
coffee trade." 
At present the Arbuckles control 
one-8f- ta 
of the roasted coffee trade in the 
United States, the product of their mills 
aggregating 1,000,000 bags a year. 
The 
Woolson mills have a capacity of 150,-- M 
bags a year, but it is said that their 
plant will son be added to, so that they 
can pot on the market about 500,000 
bags of roasted coffee annually. 
As the Arbuckles and the Woolson

Senate today passed the immigration 
bill known as the Lodge bill, with a 
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new 
section 
providing that the 
ex- 
clusion shall not apply to persons ar- 
riving from Cuba during the continu- 
ance 
of the present disorders there. 
The strength 
of the- 
- bill was greater 
than had been expected, the final vote 
being 52 to 10. 
As passed, the bill amends the immi- 
gration law so as to exclude from 
ad- 
mission to the United States all per- 
sons over 
1C years of age who cannot 
read and write the language of their 
native country or some other language, 
but an admissible immigrant over the 
age of 16 may bring in with him or 
send for his wife or parent or grand- 
parent or minor children or 
grand- 
children, 
notwithstanding 
their 
ina- 
bility to read and write, as required by 
the foregoing 
section, 
the inspection 
officers shall be furnished copies of the 
Constitution of the United States print- 
ed on numbered, 
uniform pasteboard 
slips, each containing five lines of the 
Constitution printed in the various lan- 
guages 
of the immigrants in double 
small pica type. 
These slips shall be 
kept in boxes made 
for that purpose 
and so constructed as to conceal the 
slips from view, each box to contain 
slips of but one language, and the im- 
migrant may designate the language 
in which he prefers the test shall be 
made. 
Each immigrant shall be re 
quired to draw one of these slips from 
the box and read and afterward write 
out in full view of the immigration 
officers the five lines printed thereon. 
Each slip shall be returned to the 
box immediately after the test is finish- 
ed, and the contens of the box shall oe 
shaken un by tie 
inspector 
befoie 
another drawing is made. 
No immi- 
grant failing to read and write out the 
slip thus drawn by him shall be 
ad- 
mitted; but he shall be returned to the 
country whence he came at the expense 
of the railroad or steamship company 
which brought him ,as now provided 
by law. 
The inspection 
officers shall 
keep in each box at all times a full 
number of these printed pasteboard 
slips, and in the case of each excluded 
immigrant shall keep a certified 
me- 
morandum 
of the number of the slip 
which the immigrant failed to read cr 
copy out in writing. 
The Cuban section added to the bill 
provides that the act shall not applv 
to persons arriving in the United States 
from any port or place In the island of 
Cuba during the continuance of the 
present disorders there, provided 
that 
such persons have heretofore been 
in- 
habitants of that island.

and Great Britain for a treaty of gen- 
eral arbitration 
covering all subjects 
of difference between the two 
English-'peakin- 
g 
nations, present and prospec-iv- 
e, 
has advanced to a stage of com- 
pleteness far beyond what the public 
has had reason to believe. 
The purpose 
of Secretary 
Olney 
and 
Sir Julian 
Pauncefote 
is to conclude the negotia- 
tions within the next three weeks. 
All 
of 
the 
substantial 
features 
of 
the 
treaty have been 
agreed 
on. 
From 
the present status of the negotiations 
it is believed the following will be the 
important terms of the treaty: 
First 
A term of five years from the 
date of the exchange 
of ratification 
within which the treaty shall be ope- 
rative.

A court of arbitration of six 
members, three to be drawn, from the 
judiciary of the United States and three 
from the judiciary of Great Britain.

not to include the Behring Sea ques- 
tion or the Venea ela question now be- 
fore independent commissions, 
but to 
include the question 
of the boundary 
between 
Alaska 
and 
British 
North 
America.
